it is clear the officers rff the bank should 
be prosecuted for criminal breach of 
trust. It was as disonest an act as if 
the cashier of the bank had made his 
way to Canada with $25,000 of the 
bank funds. 
This case is ''only one of 


hundreds and possibly thousands. If 
the members of a corporation desire to 
make contributions to influence politics 
let them do so from their own pockets 
and 
as individuals. 
That is their 


right. To divert the reserve or surplus 
funds of corporations to snoh purposes 
is simply another form of embezzle- 
ment.—Pittsburg Post.

This initial movement consists of the 
order and receipt by the board of ffity 
pounds of sugar beet seed, from tho 
Norolki Neb., Beet Sugar Manufactur- 
ing Co., and the seed is now at Sears & 
Nichols' canning factory, awaiting free 
distribution by the board. The seed is 
imported from Germany, -is of 
two 


varieties, and will be distributed in 
half-pound packages, so that a thor- 
ough teat can be given. The result of 
this experiment will determine whether 
Ross county farmers oan get wealthy 
growing sugar beets. In Nebraska, the 
average profit per aore ou beet culture 
is fifty dollars. 
The labor per aore for 


raising beets under ordinary circum- 
stances costs fifteen dollars. — Chilli- 
oothe Gazette. 


The taxation of national bank stock 


was the subject of a discussion of 
great importance by the supreme court 
Tuesday. The case passed upon was 
that of Oonduty Treasurer H. P. Chap- 
man, of Lorain county, against 
the 


First National bank of Wellington. 
The point involved was in reference to 
the right to off-set against national 
bank stock, individual indebtedness in 
making return for taxation. By tho 
decision of the supreme court the cir- 
cuit court is reversed and the right to 
make the set-off is denied. The decis- 
ion is in apparent opposition to a decis- 
ion by the United States supreme court 
allowing such set-offs. 
This decision 


waa rendered, however, on an errone- 
ously certified statute of this state. 
Heretofore it has been a common prac- 
tice on the part of many of the holders 
of national bank stock to offset against 
their individual indebtedness.

official list of the new cabinet minis- 
ters: Premier and minister of mar- 
ine, M. Ralli: minister of war, M. 
Tsamavos; minister of finance, M. 
Simopoulo; minister of education, M. 
Carapanos; minister of the interior, M. 
Teotaold. 


Demetrius Ralli, the new premier 


and the minister of marine, was the 
leader of the opposition. Ho has been 
minister of justice and minister of 
interior and is well known throughout 
the country as an able lawyer and ora- 
tor. He is 50 years old and studied at 
the Universities of Athens and Paris. 


Anargyros Simopoulo, the new min- 


ister of finance, is a deputy from Par- 
nessis and, like the other members of 
the cabinet, has been a prominent 
member of the 
opposition.

times he has been minister of justice. 


Constantine Carapanos is a deputy 


from Arta and one of the most distin- 
guished financiers of Greece. This Is 
the second time that he has been ap- 
pointed to this department of the cab- 
inet.

against royalty.

tional circumstances compelled him to 
replace the cabinet and to form a new 
ministry from the ranlcs of the opposi- 
tion. He begged me to second his ef- 
forts. 


"I refused to tender rny resignation, 


not because of my love of power, but 
in order that such a step might not be 
misinterpreted,! urged the king to use 
the privilege of the 
crown, declaring 


that I was ready to sign the royal de- 
cree provided the latter cast no blame 
upon us. I added th°t there was no rea- 
son to fear that si 
i a measure would 


be considered by Europe as a censure 
upon the government's policy. Judg- 
ment would be formed on that after 
the new cabinet had been tried." 


M. Delyannis added: "I can not di- 


vulge the policy which I considered 
necessary. I can only say that 
the 


country would have emerged from its 
trial withovit loss of 
territory and 


could have obtained a reetifycation of 
the northern frontier by abandoning 
Crete according to the demands of the 
powers. The latter measure would 
have facilitated the task, inasmuch as 
the principle of Ottoman integrity 
•would not have been impaired, while 
the peace of Europe would have been 
assured because of the rectification of 
the frontier line adjudged in t!ie 
treaty of Berlin." 


TERMS OF PEACE. 


Turkey Will Withdraw From Thosssily 


and Greece Will Give Up Crete. 


Paris, April 30.—A member of the 


diplomatic' corps of high standing in 
an interview is quoted as saying: 


"While Greece will not ask for inter- 


vention, it is impossible for her to pro- 
long resistance, owing to the condi- 
tion of her finances. Therefore it is 
probable the Greek government will 
now obey the summons of Europe and 
that the Turkish evacuation of Thes- 
saly and the Greek evacuation of the 
island of Crete will be carried out si- 
multaneously. 


"The financial question will then be 


considered. Greece will possibly be 
given a judicial council enabling the 
giving of guarantees 
to the German 


Bondholders and 
providing Turkey 


•with an indemnity for the expenses of 
mobilizing her troops." 


From other quarters it is reported 


that the Turkish government is ready 
to negotiate for a cessation of the war, 
agreeing to the re-establishment of tho 
status quo ante bellum, with the proc- 
lamation of autonomy for Crete. 


Policy of at. Ralli. 


London, April 30.—The Daily Tele- 


graph's correspondent at Athens had 
an interview with M. Ralli during 
which the Greek statesman outlined 
his policy. M. Ralli said: "My policy 
will consist in the reorganization of 
the army, whose recuperative forces 
are practically inexhaustible, and tho 
re-establishment 
of order together 


with a satisfactory solution of our for- 
eign relations. We refuse 
to accept 


a mandate from the king or from the 
chamber. We must have an absolute- 
ly free hand."
